A pregnant woman’s hysteria 
apparently caused the intruders 
to release 59 passengers shorty 
aftter landing 

The armed men kept four 
unteers as hostages, along 
the six crew members. Then t 
armed men surrendered, bring- 
ing four hostages and two h 
esses and the other four crew- 
men-hostages with them. Fed- 
eral officers then went aboard 
the plane.

A bill designating Meacham 
Park, an unincorporated area 
south of Kirkwood, as an urban 
renewal area and approving a 
plan for its redevelopment, was 
passed by the St. Louis County 
Council yesterday. 

The council perfected a com- 
panion measure authorizing an 
agreement between the county 
and the county Land Clearance 
for Redevlopment Authority, un- 
der which the county would pay 
$929,079 in a three-year period as 
its share of redevelopment costs. 


Included in the plan approved 
yesterday is a relocation pro- 
gram for families living in the 


532 dwelling units in the 146-acre ' 


community. 


Under this program, the devel- 
opment would be in stages so 
that no great number of families 
would be dislocated at any time. 

Councilman John F. Molloy 
(Rep.), in whose Seventh district 
Meacham Park is situated, told 
the counci’ the relocation prob- 


lem had been carefully studied. 


and would continue to receive 
the personal attention of the re- 
development authority and _ its 
director, Lawrence Reichert. 

Councilman John J. Dowling 
(Dem.), Second district, com- 
mented that ‘somebody always 
gets hurt on projects like this,” 
but added that. a similar rehous- 
ing project in the Kinloch area 
had been executed with favor- 
able results. 


Under the renewal plan, 478 of 


the 532 dwelling units in the area 
would be razed, and the remain- 
ing 34 rehabilitated. Those de- 


molished would be replaced by 
800 to 900 units of single-family 
dwellings and duplexes. Single- 
family homes would .cost $8000 
to $12,000 each and the duplexes 
about $5000. Purchase would be 
on the basis of long-term loans.

Armed with comparative 
payroll data, the Mayor pointed 
out there was a net increase of 
707 employes authorized for tax- 
supported, munic Pally controlled 
departments in the last year and 
an increase of 1276 in two years. 

However, the number of em- 
ployes actually on the municipal 
payroll is slightly below the level 
of a year ago. 


‘Told Positively.’ 


While declining to report de- 
tails of the meeting today, Mayor 


Tucker told a reporter the de- 
partment heads ‘‘were told posi- 
tively’’ that payrolls and ex- 


penses must be kept down. 

He said he also informed the 
department heads that an allot- 
ment system for . expenditures 
for both materials and person- 
nel would become effective very 
soon. All department heads will 
be required to operate within the

Although the city is operating 
well within funds budgeted for 
the current fiscal year, members 
of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment have expressed 
concern about financing in the 
next fiscal year, which begins 
April 1. 

Because of pay increases for 
city employes and because of 
increases in authorized personnel 
for the Police Department, mem- 
bers of the Estimate Board have 
said the city must acquire a sub- 
stantial surplus during the cur- 
rent year if tax increases for the 
next fiscal year are to be 
avoided.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3 (AP)— 
United States officials said today 
they intend to discuss with Allied 
leaders Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev’s reported offer ef a ‘‘guar- 
antee” for West Berlin, as well 
as other evidence that Khrush- 
chev wants a peaceful solution 
to the Berlin crisis. 

After a final meeting with 
President Kennedy, Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk will leave for 
Paris tonight to confer, begin- 
ning Saturday, with the foreign 
ministers of France, Britain and 
West Germany. They will discuss 
a possible Western diplomatic 
initiative in the Berlin dispute, 
as well as United States-backed 
pressures for a NATO military 
build-up in western Europe. 

Diplomatic officials said Rusk 
mav expand his European travel 
plans to fly to Italy for a first- 


hand report from Foreign Min-, 


ister Antonio Segni on the cur- 
rent talks of Premier Fanfani 
with Khrushchev in Moscow. 

United States officials do not 
know what Khrushchev means 
by a ‘“‘guarantee.’’ They think he 
may be trying to open up a dip- 
lomatic peace offensive of his 
own as a way out of the Berlin 
crisis, which he created in the 
first place by threatening to sign 
the separate peace treaty before 
the end of this year. At the 
same time, they recognize that 
his talk of a guarantee simply 
could be a lure to get Western 
powers into negotiations on 
Khrushchev’s plan for a separate 
peace settlement—a plan which 
the West has rejected repeatedly. 

Rusk is due to urge Western 
foreign ministers in the Paris 
talks to agree in detail on pre- 
cise counter-measures the United 
States, Britain, France and West 
Germany would take to meet 
any move by the Communists 
against West Berlin or its supply 
lines across East Germany. 

The session will continue 
through Monday. Rusk plans to 
meet Tuesday with the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization coun- 
cil and later with United States 
ambassadors in Europe.

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SGT. KORGIS DIES, ARMED MAN STEALS $500 
CAPTURED 256 INSERVICE STATION HOLDUP 


GERMANS BY RUSE 


DETROIT, Aug..3 (AP) — A 
man credited with the single- 
handed capture of 256 German 
soldiers in World War I, former 
Sgt. Hercules E. Korgis, is dead 
at the age of 72 

He died yesterday in Veterans 
Administration hospital in subur- 
ban Allen Park. He was one of 
the United States’ most decorat- 
ed heroes of the First World 
War. He won the Distinguished 
Service Cross, Silver Star, Pur- 
ple Heart and the’ French 
Medaille Militaire and Croix de 
Guerre with Palm Leaf 

His capture of an entire Ger.- 
man company came on July 18, 
1918, after he was taken prisoner 
himself at an outpost near 
Chateau Thierry in France 

According to accounts of the 
incident, Sgt. Korgis told the 
Germans he was a Greek draftee 
'who had been forced into the 
American Army. He told a Ger- 
man officer he could lead him 
to a weak spot in American 
defenses 

The officer believed him and 
followed — with an entire com- 
pany. Sgt. Korgis then told the 
Germans they were in a trap and 
surrounded and persuaded them 
to surrender.

the public to lose faith in their 
state governments and to turn at 
once to the Federal Government, 
not bothering to make the use- 
less effort to secure what they 
need from the state,”’ he said 
“We must enact legislation 
providing a code of ethics, in- 
'cluding standards to eliminate 
conflicts of interest, with both 
criminal sanctions and adminis- 
trative enforcement procedures. 
“Tl believe that. some begin- 
nings can be made on this at an 
administrative level. and since 
the Missouri Legislature in its 
recent session flatly refused to 
take anv concrete action in this 
field, I am considering executive 
action to do what can be done 
by that method alone 
Lawyer-Legislators. 
Dalton singled out for criticism 
lawyer-legislators whose private 
practices involve representing 
clients in actions against the 
state or in attempting to influ- 
ence state action in their behalf. 
“It takes very little imagina- 
tion to realize the possibilities 
when the lawyer-legislator con- 
‘tacts a state agency or official 
urging a given course of action 
on behalf of the private interest 
he represents, when he will soon 
be acting on appropriations 01 
other legislation vitally affecting 
that state agency or official.”

‘In Missouri at 
least, the legislators have re- 
cantly raised their own salary to 
mote than make up for the 
losses of the few who may be 
|affected by a cleanup of this 
situation.’ 
While conflicts of interest may 


arise in all three branches of 


the state government, the prob. 
lem is least acute in the judicial 
branch, he said 

Outside Employment. 

Other potential conflicts of in- 
terest involve part-time state 
officials who also have outside 
employment, officials who ac- 
cept outside employment with 
firms doing business with the 
state and. state employes who 
accept gifts from special interest 
groups. 

The lobbyists drew special 
scorn from the Governor. ‘‘You 
might say the lobbyist is a deal- 
er in conflicts of interest. He 
creates them and exploits those 
that he finds ready made. He 
habitually makes use of con- 
flicts of interest to achieve the 
desired influence.” 

Among the fields in which the 
Federal Government has taken 
over or is about to take over 
from the states, the Governor 
listed education, highways, men- 
tal health and urban problems 

In connection with urban af- 
fairs, the Governor said: ‘‘If the

The Soviet press has pointedly 
ignored the meeting; Russian 
leaders are notenthusiastic 
about such a meeting in apostate 
Belgrade. Communist China has 
voiced open hostility to the ‘‘neu- 
tral summit.””

The view pornt of the nations 
planning to meet in Belgrade can 
be gauged from a number of

tions with the diplomats them 
selves. 


THE ORIGINAL IDEA for the 
meeting came out of a confer- 
ence between President Josip 
(Tito) Broz of Yugoslavia and 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of the United Arab Republic in 
Alexandria, Egypt, last April. 
The two Presidents called for 
‘consultations between uncom 
mitted countries with the aim of 
consolidating world peace, pre 
serving the independence of all 
peoples and eliminating the 
threat of intervention in the in- 
ternal affairs of others.”’ 

In June delegations repre- 
senting 20 nations met in Cairo 
to draw up a plan for such a 
meeting. Nations represented 
were Afghanistan, Burma, Cam- 
bodia, Ceylon, Cuba, Ethiopia, 
Ghana. Guinea, India, Indonesia, 
Jraq, Mali, Morocco, Nepal, 
Saudi Arbia, Somalia, Sudan, 
the United Arab Republic Ye- 
men. and Yugoslavia. Later, a 
smaller committee was appointed 
to work out the details. 

Out of these meetings two main 
viewpoints have emerged, and 
attempts are under way to re- 
concile them. The original spon- 
sors, especially Nasser, wanted 
to have the ‘‘neutral summit’ de- 
clare itself on specific issues and 
to form a group for implementing 
this declaration in world po!: 
tical circles, particularly in the 
United Nations. Opposed to his 
viewpoint is that of Prime Min- 
ister Nehru of India, who be- 
lieves the neutralists can be 
most effective if they do not 
form a cohesive group of na- 
tions. 

Nehru would like to see the 
Belgrade meeting enlarged to 
include many nations of various 
political hues, having in common 
only a relative detachment from 
rigid blocs. He would like to 
have Sweden present, on the one 
hand, and Mexico, on the other. 
Only outright Soviet bloc or 
Western bloc countries—especial- 
ly members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization—would be 
excluded. 


THE FINAL LIST of nations 
attending probably will represent 
a compromise between these two 
views. The procedures of the 
neutral summit itself may also 


represent a compromise, for.

Beggars Encouraged 

Ts St. Louis content to encourage 
begging, panhandling and vagrancy? 

I have been disturbed at recent 
attempts to condone begging on St. 
Louis streets. Although defense of 
begging has been confined mostly 
to excuses for blind beggars, a blind 
beggar is a beggar just as a blind 
employe is an employe and a blind 
housewife is a housewife. 

Blindness does not excuse a per- 
gon from the full enforcement of 
the laws, just as blindness should 
not be an excuse used by employers 
for not employing a capable person 
to a job which he can do. 

Begging, panhandling and vagran- 
cy are socially and legally unde- 
sirable and should not be permitted 
even if the beggars are physically, 
or otherwise handicapped 

Blind people are not to be pitied. 
Most people who encourage exploi- 
tation of the public in the form of 
begging by giving money to the 
‘‘noor, unfortunate blind beggars’’ 
are doing so because of the feeling 
of guilt and superiority. Guilt be- 
cause they, as members of society, 
have failed to adequately support 
constructive community programs 
of education, rehabilitation, social 
service, employment . placement, 
etc. And. superiority because they 
can feel secure, proud and smug in 
their charitable display toward these 
miserable blind beggars. 

Better teachers of blind children 
through higher salaries, better 
counseling through increased staff 
for social service, more intelligent 
federal and state laws of financial 
assistance administered by welfare 
departments with adequate budgets 
and adequate staffs of qualified per- 
sonnel and public education serv- 
ices—al! these will improve exist- 
ing, socially accepted ways that a 
community may rehabilitate these 
handicapped citizens.

These are taught in families, not in 
schools, nor by absorbing free time.

Crime’s Anti-lrust 
The Senate has passed most of Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy's anti-crime legisla- 
tion by voice vote with no open evidence of 
opposition. What in the underworld has hap- 


pened to create this urgent and seemingly 
uncritical interest in crime? 


One answer is simply that organized crime 
is still with us despite two long congressional 
inquiries and five new laws dealing with crime 
in ten years. Prohibition created racket em- 
pires that now feed on gambling, whose in- 
come is put at seven billion dollars annually. 


Crime, like Communism, is something 
everybody is against. Yet the public has a 
right to expect an objective review of anti- 
crime legislation. And that is what the Sen- 
ate provided, not on the floor, but in commit: 
tee, with these results: 


1. A bill making it a federal crime to cross 
a state line to promote illegal gambling, pros- 
titution, narcotics or liquor traffic. Robert 
Kennedy regards this as a key bill because 
many rackets are operated by remote con- 
trol, and this measure would permit a frontal 
attack on the criminal couriers and the bosses 
who sent them. Fortunately the legislation 
spells out the particular crimes involved; 
otherwise it would restrict travel itself. 


2. A bill extending present legislation to 
bar interstate shipment of a number of gam- 
bling devices besides slot machines, except to 
places where gambling is legal. Like the first 
bill, this measure is based on the fact that 
Congress can regulate interstate crime along 
with interstate commerce. 


3. Bills making it a crime knowingly to use 
or maintain telephones or wires for interstate 
gambling purposes, with newspaper and radio- 
TV race reports excepted. The Attorney Gen- 
eral contends that wire services are essential 
to the kind of gambling that finances most 
organized crime. Whether the measure might 
inflict penalties on “‘social’’ gamblers depends 
upon enforcement; the Justice Department 
says it is not interested in “the $2 bettor.” 


4. A bill amending the Federal Firearms 
Act, which bars interstate shipment of fire- 
arms to persons accused or convicted of 
crimes of violence. The amendment would 
apply the law to any felony. 

5. A bill providing imprisonment for per- 
sons who obstruct Justice or Treasury De- 
partment investigations. Present obstruction- 
of-justice statutes prohibit intimidation of 
witnesses in court cases. The extension of the 
law to pre-trial inquiries sets a precedent, but 
the investigators will have to prove that words 
directed at their subjects were intended as 
violent intimidation. Fortunately, the Attor- 
ney General agreed to drop from a similar 
House bill a section making it a crime to fur- 
nish false or misleading information to a Gov- 
ernment agency. Congressmen rightfully 
charged that this was so vague as to invite 
infringement of free speech. 


6. A bill permitting immunity for witnesses 
in labor racketeering cases; they are now 
caught between two laws. Thus an employer 
might not want to testify about extortion for 
fear of being accused of bribery under the 
Taft-Hartley Act, and a union member who 
admitted accepting a bribe might face prose- 
cution for extortion under the Hobbs Act. The 
bill would compel witnesses to “talk.” 


While such measures have been held con- 
stitutional, they still represent a detour 
around the constitutional right against self- 
incrimination. They may expose a man to 
degradation if not to prosecution. A prose- 
cutor has to be careful about granting im- 
munity lest it excuse a witness from prosecu- 
tion for a serious crime. The few instances in 
which prosecution has been balked by silent 
witnesses in labor gases hardly seem to jus- 
tify the risks in this measure. 


Finally, the Senate has not passed an 
amendment to the Fugitive Felon Act to make 
it a crime to cross a state line to avoid prose- 
cution on any state felony charge. Indeed, 
would the Government want to prosecute a 
refugee from state laws which might seem 
poorly drawn, or unjust, or even in conflict 
with federal law? The present act is restricted 
to specific crimes of violence and Congress 
ought to keep it that way. 


The anti-crime package which has been sent 
to the House would help to answer the lack 
of law enforcement authority demonstrated 
by continued racketeering. The Justice De- 
partment needs more fire-power. But under 
these measures the Attorney General’s agents 
would still have to be careful te hit the rack- 
ets and not the legal rights of all citizens. 


Filling Out the Staff 


The Kennedy Administration continues to 
build up a strong diplomacy staff in Latin 
America. Lincoln Gordon is expected to be 
named as Ambassador to Brazil. Mr. Gordon 
is a Harvard economist who has studied Bra- 
zil’s critical economic needs, and would re- 
place John Moors Cabot, who recently angered 
Brazilian President Quadros with some un- 
sought advice on neutralism. Of nine diplo- 
matic assignments so far, four are career 
Foreign Service men experienced in Latin 
affairs, two developed from our Puerto Rican 
Commonwealth, and the other three have lin- 
guistic and other skills useful to their as- 
signments. New aid programs and new poli- 
cies toward Latin America are essential and 
noteworthy, but the foundation of a neighbor- 
ly policy lies in the day-by-day relations to be 
conducted by these able men. 


Needle Work in Outer Space 


The steadily increasing need for an interna- 
tional agreement of some kind on outer space 
is outstandingly apparent in European reac- 
tion to the Air Force’s Project Needles. This 
plan to girdle the earth with a 2000-mile-high 
belt of tiny metal threads has drawn protests 


from groups of scientists of several nations. 

The Air Force wants the needle belt in 
order to determine if it could be used as a 
new type of reflector for a global communica- 
tions system. If the first launching of several 
pounds of needles worked, it would be fol- 
lowed by several tons of them for a full test. 


Radio, radar and optical astronomers of 
England, France and Belgium have protested 
because they fear creation of something like 
an artificial Milky Way which might blot out 
views of the stars and create interference. If 
the National Aeronautics and Space Council, 
which is studying the matter, acts without de- 
lay it could prepare an official policy state- 
ment in time for the International Astronom- 
ical Union convention in Berkeley, Cal., from 
Aug. 15 to 24. li 

While it seems unlikely that NASC would 


allow any needle work in outer space to the 
detriment of other nations, it would be much 
better if there were at hand some kind of 
global covenant. Unless the leading nations 
soon display wisdom and resourcefulness in 
the realm of outer space, what should be a 
blessing for mankind could prove a calamity. 


Chiang and the Facts 


President Kennedy and Premier Chen Cheng 
of Nationalist China closed their talks with 
the usual proclamation of solidarity, but it 
remains to be seen whether either one is pre- 
pared to face the facts on the question of Chi- 
nese representation in the United Nations. 

One fact is that in the General Assembly 
session starting next month the United States 
will have only one vote, and Nationalist China 
one vote, out of 99. 

Another fact is that the United States last 
year failed to muster a clear majority behind 
its customary fight to prevent the China ques- 
tion from being discussed. This led Senators 
Morse and Aiken, members of the American 
delegation at that session, to warn their Gov- 
ernment officially that either in 1961 or 1962 
there was every likelihood that the Assembly 
will discuss the China question even if the 
United States opposes it. 

For President Kennedy, then, the immedi- 
ate question is which would redound more to 
American credit—to fight against a debate on 
China and lose, or to abandon this cause and 
concentrate upon fighting the admission of 
Communist China to the U.N. For the Na- 
tionalists, the main question is whether they 
should co-operate in the latter effort by with- 
holding their veto of a possible compromise 
on new members including Outer Mongolia. 
All that the two leaders said on this question 
was that there had been a “candid and com- 
prehensive exchange of views.” 


A difficult and complicated piece of ma- 
neuvering thus appears to be ahead in the 
Assembly, with President Kennedy’s freedom 
of movement circumscribed by the Senate’s 
usual resolution against Communist. China, 
One can only hope that the Administration 
will keep its eye on the basic facts, whether 
the Chinese Nationalists do so or not. One of 
these facts is that the United States cuts a 
sorry figure indeed when it mobilizes every 
diplomatic resource to prevent the General 
Assembly even from debating the China prob- 
lem. Another fact is that unless the U.N, 
begins to face up to that problem, the Na- 
tionalists may find their own seat more and 
more in jeopardy. Finally, there is the big 
fact that won't go away—the fact that the 
Peiping government exists, has existed in 
control of the China mainland for 12 years, 
and speaks for 650,000,000 people. 


Parfum des Elephants 


If you want to be loved, smell like an ele- 
phant. That is the unexpected advice of a 
man who has smelled plenty of them—John 
M. Kelley, of Baraboo, Wis., president of the 
World Circus Museum. Mr. Kelley has picked 
himself a rather off-beat odor to. popularize, 
but he certainly beats a mean drum for it. 
The most skillful advertising copy-writer could 
scarce do better. 

“Exciting and exhilarating,” he says of it. 
“Stands pre-eminent in purity, strength, 
constancy and pungency.” “Contributes com- 
fort, confidence and peace.” In his enthusi- 
asm for the aroma he loves he coins a spate 
of slogans any one of which could capably 
support a million-dollar advertising campaign: 
“It clings like a mother’s love.” “No wife of 
an elephant handler has ever sued for di- 
vorce.” “It is the only smell that knits the 
family tie.” 


We had always supposed that the smell of 
bread baking knitted about as stout a family 
tie as anything in the olfactory department. 
But our ignorance of the domestic life of ele- 
phant handlers is virtually complete. We 
defer to Mr. Kelley’s superior knowledge in 
all these matters. 

If some smart entrepreneur doesn’t take 
up where he has left off and come out with an 
Eau d’Elephant, For the Woman Who Wants 
to be Adored Not Just Tonight But Forever, 
we miss our guess, and probably do. 


A Boost for Bi-State 


Mayor Tucker and Comptroller Poelker, 
acting as members of the Board of Estimate, 
have given an effective forward push to the 
movement for a publicly-owned transit system 
under the Bi-State Development Agency. They 
have recommended that the Aldermen ap- 
propriate the city’s $40,000 share of the 
$100,000 Bi-State needs to finance appraisals 
of the metropolitan area’s 15 privately-owned 
transit firms preparatory to a negotiated 
purchase. 

With the Estimate Board behind it, the ap- 
propriation ought to enjoy a friendly recep- 
tion from the Aldermen when they return in 
the fall. By then, no doubt, St. Louis county 
will have put up its $40,000, all members of 
the County Council having announced their 
intention of sponsoring an appropriation bill 
now being drafted. | 

That leaves favorable formal action lacking 
only in Alton, Belleville, East St. Louis and 
Granite City, which Bi-State has asked to con- 
tribute $5000 each. The Alton Council has 
declared it favors the appropriation, and the 
others surely will want to play their parts in 
this important effort in metropolitan co-oper- 
ation. The sooner the appraisal funds are in 
hand, the sooner Bi-State will be in position to 
negotiate intelligently for the transit system 
that is so essential to progress in this area. 


Hospitality at Las Vegas 

Thousands upon thousands of persons, in- 
cluding many from California, swarm into 
Las Vegas every month to enjoy the gambling 
at America’s own Monte Carlo. They are 
treated with such deference that many losers 
leave believing their casino hosts were most 
thoughtful and quite cordial. So it really 
seemed quite unlike the Las Vegas spirit 
when the plans and training officer for the 
local civil defense organization drew a pic- 
ture of “a million or more” Californians 
streaming in like “a swarm of human locusts” 
in search of food and shelter after an atomic 
attack on the Pacific Coast. He later denied 
that he had spoken so explicitly, although 
quoted by five sources. Other officers of the 
civil defense group objected and became a 
bit miffed with him.

The Senate Test in Illinois 


Irving Dilliard Becomes New Possibility for Race Against Senator Dirksen

Mr. Powell got 
the speakership, but he certainly did 
not win the Mayor's political friend- 
ship. So, obviously, a Powell race 
(win or lose) would get him out of the 
Mayor's way in the Legislature. 

Yet as time goes on, and the Dilliard 
name possibly gets more support, it 
remains conceivable that the Mayor 
will want to make a strong race of it 
no matter what the Legislature decides 
on redistricting. 

Another alternative appears in the 
possible candidacy of Representative 
Paul Simon of Troy. This young, 
though veteran, member of the Illinois 
Legislature is also a liberal who would 
have the support of Senator Douglas. 
Mr. Simon would be one who very like- 
ly would challenge Mr. Powell in the 
primaries, if the Speaker wins the 
Daley indorsement. But he certainly 
would not challenge Mr. Dilliard. 

On the other hand it seems certain 
that Mr. Dilliar® will test himself at 
the polls only if he has organization 
support.

THE RED PHOENIX—RUSSIA SINCE 
WORLD WAR II, by Harry Schwartz. 
(Praeger, 439 pgs., $6.) 

Nikita Khrushchev’s boast that Rus- 
sia is now the world’s No. 2 nation and 
snapping at the United States’ heels is 
substantiated by this report of the 
Soviet rise from the ashes of World 
War Il. 

Harry Schwartz, Russian specialist 
for the New York Times, has drawn 
largely on his news articles, filled in 
with notes and introductions to chap- 
ters, including the Soviet interna! set- 
up, the cold war, Russian relations 
with Eastern Europe and with Red 
China and an excellent chapter on So- 
viet economics. 

The news style gives the book a 
timely urgency. One gets the impres- 
sion that Russia no longer is an enig- 
ma, that much information is now 
known, and that Soviet actions occur 
within a framework, in which there is 
much repetition—such as the recurring 
crises over Berlin. 


Schwartz documents well Russia's 
great industrial and scientific gains, 
with which it boasts it will conquer. the 
world in peaceful ‘competition. The 
writer attaches more importance than 
some commentators, however, to in- 
ternal stresses and centradictions with- 
in Russia and to its differences with 
Red China. Red China's present rate 
of industrial development, he points 
out, is even greater than that of Russia. 

Russia’s great strides relative to the 
United States are attributed to superior 
and more imaginative leadership. ‘The 
contrast,” he explains, “between a 
United States which did not lift a finger 
to help the East Germans in 1953 or 
the Hungarians in 1956 and a Soviet 
Union. which threatened rocket attack 
if the United States moved against 
Cuba is a measure of the difference of 
the boldness of leadership.”’ 

However, defeat in the world struggle 
for the United States is not seen as a 
foregone conclusion. Schwartz says the 
fact that President-Kennedy has dared 


to tell the truth about America’s de- 
cline ‘‘provides hope he will take action 
to stop that decline.’’ 

Illusions and realities about Russia 
listed in an April 1958 Schwartz piece 
still seem pertinent. 

Realities: Russia’s ultimate objec- 
tive is attainment of world Commu- 
nism. The Soviet Union has often 
violated its pledged word, Premier 
Khrushchev is pressing for a summit 
meeting and a partial settlement be- 
cause these would be in his own in- 
terest. 

Illusions: That cime is rwaning ie our 
favor. The conflict between the Free 
World and the Communist World is 
one between our absolute good and 
their absolute evil. The Communist 
economic system is impractical and 
against human nature and therefore 
will not work. The Free World is 
bound to win because it stands on the 
side of right and justice. The struggle 
against the Soviet Union is primarily 
a military one.

VATICAN CITY, Aug. 3 (AP) 


—Cardinal Nicola Canali, for 22 
years the mayor of Vatican City, 
died today of bronchial pneumo- 
nia and circulatory complica- 
tions. He was 8&7 years old 


His death came four davs after 


that of Cardinal Domenico Tar- 
dini. the Roman Catholic 
Church's secretary of state. The 


two deaths reduced the member- 
ship of the college of cardinals 
to &2 

Cardinal Canali was stricken 
with pneumonia late last week 
and doctors gave up hope for his 
survival Saturday. Pope John 
XXIII visited him Sunday night 
after the death of Cardinal Tar- 
dini brought the Pontiff back to 
the Vatican from his summer 
residence at Castel Gandolfo, 
south of Rome 

The Pope delaved his return 
to Castel Gandolfo to be near 
the dying Cardinal and, when 
notified of his death, visited his 
room to pray. 

Cardinal Canali had been pres- 
ident of the pontifical commis- 
sion for the state of Vatican City 
since shortly after Pope Pius 
XII created the commission in 
1939. The post was similar to 
that of a mayor. His signature 
was required on every decision 
concerning the internal adminis- 
tration of the 108-acre city state, 
its buildings, employes, sanita- 
tion services, gendarmerie and 
1000 residents. 

A member of the College of 
Cardinals since Dec. 16, 1935, he 
was one of the few living cardi- 
nals present at both the 1939 
conclave which elected Pope 
Pius XII and the 1958 conclave 
which elected Pope John 


Along with his other duties, 
Cardinal Canali headed the Sa- 
cred Apostolic Penitentiary, the 
Vatican tribunal connected with 
indulgencies and _ absolutions 
from censures, 

Born June 6, 1874, he was a 
member of an Umbrian noble 
family related to the old ruling 
families of Italy and France. He 
was ordained to the priesthood 
in 1900 and rose rapidly in the 
church hierarchy.

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Home-Grown Tomato Season Is Here 


Recent Rains 
Have Taken Some 


Toll of Quality

AH, THE HAVOC weather can 
wreak. We were all set to bring 
you this page on tomatoes last 
week—then the rains came, the 
home-grown tomatoes took a 


beating, and there went our 
story. Not much point in telling 


you ways to use them when 
quality was poor and prices 
high. 


That’s the tricky part of this 
business of reporting on local 
food supplies; it can change al- 
most before your very eyes. 
Business tycoons who try to out- 
guess the steck market should 
just try this. 

But now at last we can re 
port that home-grown tomatoes 
are coming to market in volume. 
True, some are showing effects 
of the heavy rains (particularly 
in the form of growth cracks) 
and some are being picked be- 
fore they reach full ripeness, but 
there also are some very good 
tomatoes in the markets 

In any event, the home-grown 
tomato season is with us — an 
event St. Louisans always await 
with pleasure.* If there is one 
thing in which we can take justi- 
fiable pride it’s the flavor of 
these local tomatoes, second to 
none. In fact, there is a heavy 
demand right now for them from 
other cities. 

These shipments to out-state 
explain why prices are some- 
times more than we might wish 
here at home. 


The list of “good buys’”’ in 
vegetables is lengthier this 


week, Cabbage is up there at 
the top followed by celery and 
corn (including some Missouri 
pre-cooled). 

No reason why salads should 
be a problem — you may take 
your choice of iceberg, endive, 
escarole, romaine, big Boston or 
leaf without leaving the low- 
cost bracket. Cucumbers, ra- 
dishes, onions and green peppers 
(including many of the thin- 
skinned locally grown varities) 
round out the tossed salad, and 
all carry good-buys price tags. 

Beans are low in cost, but 
there is a wide variation in qual- 
ity (those rains, again). 

Greens, potatoes and all kinds 
of squash complete the list of 
bargains. 

Moderately priced are beets, 
eggplant, spinach and okra. 

Available at luxury prices are 
cauliflower, peas and sweet po- 
tatoes, although the latter are 
gradually working downward. 

Mushrooms are very difficult 
to find at any price — another 
weather casualty. 


SUPPLIES OF PEACHES from 
the South are being supple- 
mented by Red Havens from 
southern Illinois, all at favorable 
prices. Nectarines .are more 
plentiful, priced in accordance 
with quality. The melon picture 
isn’t quite so rosy. Cantaloupes 
are firm in price; look for your 
better values in the larger sizes. 
Supplies of casabas, Persians 
and honeydews are spotty. “Wa- 
termelons are moderate in cost, 
the bulk still coming from Texas 
although the first of those from 
southeastern Missouri came in 
last week. 

Almost all berries fall within 
the moderate price category — 
blueberries from New Jersey 
end Michigan, small supplies of 
red and black raspberries, black 
berries and dewberries. 

Available, but not in large 
quantities, are sweet and sour 
cherries, currants, mangoes, and 
apricots (these won’t be with us 
too much longer). Pineapples are 
extremely scare. 

Perisan limes from Florida 
are one of the best fruit buys— 
and what a wondrous way they 
have of refreshing one on a siz- 
zling day. Lemons also are most 
reasonable. Oranges are firming 
up in price, but if you look for 
them you can find some good 
buys in the smaller sizes. The 
only grapefruit that is available 
fs that from California—of medi- 
ocre quality and high in price. 


WHEN WE WARNED you last 
week that the very cheap prices 
on chickens might not last for- 
ever, we were quite serious. 
Looks as if the tide may have 
turned. This doesn’t mean that 
they will skyrocket; far from it. 
Chickens still are, and will be, 
a@ great value. 

But you may expect a slow, 
gradual increase in retail prices 
due to two factors. Because 
many farmers’ were losing 
money on the ridiculously low 
prices, production has been cur- 
tailed to some extent. 

Also, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has 
started buying chickens for the 
School Lunch Program, which 
will have some effect upon the

Fresh tomatoes can be served in many ways, but don’t forget to put some aside for future 
enjoyment, too. Accompanying Story gives recipes for tomato salads and main dishes, as 
well as tomato jelly, a relish and pizza sauce. 
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IT’S IMPOSSIBLE to overestimate the damage that can be 
done by malicious gossip. Consider the tomato, for example. For 
centuries it was the victim of slander, and for all of that time 
people missed some mighty fine eating. Tomatoes actually were 
considered inedible, fine for garden ornamentation but not fit for 


human consumption. 

In the 1500s the Italians finally 
broke this superstition and took 
the tomato of the garden 
and into the kitchen. The rest 
of Europe promptly followed 
Suit but it wasn’t until the 1800s 
that Americans, influenced by 
the Creole cookery in New Or- 
leans, were finally convinced. 

Today tomatoes rank second 
only to potatoes as the most val- 
uable vegetable crop, and are 
known to be an excellent source 
of vitamins A and C,

Just look at those big, juicy 
tomatoes in the basket in the 
photograph above. Makes you 
want to bite right into one, or 
slice it to eat with green pepper 
and onion rings drizzled with 


olive oil and vinegar. Salads 
are, of course, one of the most 
popular ways of serving toma- 
toes, but don’t overlook their 
possibilities in main dishes. Dur- 
ing this season, while they are 
especially flavorful, you also 
may want to put some aside for 
future enjoyment as relishes and 
sauces. 

For the vegetable course, try 
these broiled tomatoes with sea- 
food, poultry or meat dishes: 


Broiled Tomatoes 
With Parmesan Cheese. 


Three large fresh tomatoes. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt 

One-eighth teaspoon ground 
black pepper. 

Four teaspoons grated Par- 
mesan cheese. 

Two tablespoons 
margarine. 

Fresh parsley for garnish 

Wash and cut tomatoes in half. 
Place on baking sheet, cut Side 
up. Sprinkle with salt, ground 
black pepper and grated Parme- 
san cheese. Dot with butter or 
margarine. 

Place under broiler, three or 
four inches from source of heat, 
for about five minutes or until

lightly browned. Garnish with 
fresh parsley. 
Yield: six servings. 


(To be really fancy, mix equal 
parts mashed anchovies or an- 
chovy paste with butter and 
bread crumbs, spread over un- 
peeled tomato halves and broil 
for a few minutes.) 

Fried tomatoes also are delli- 
cious. Slice thickly, about half 
an inch, dust in seasoned flour 
and fry in olive oil until golden 
brown on each side. Let one or 
two of the slices disintegrate— 
they make the flavorful gravy. 


FOR SALADS, tomatoes may

Result: A savory 
dish that furnishes valuable nu- 
trients, and is easily prepared. 


Stuffed Tomato 
and Noodle Casserole 


One tablespoon salt. 

Three quarts -boiling water. 

Eight ounces fine egg noodles 
(about four cups). 

Two tablespoons salad oil. 

One pound ground beef chuck. 

One medium-sized onion, 
chopped. 

Six large beefsteak tomatoes. 

One-half teaspoon basil.

Tomatoes are, of course, deli- 
cious just “as is” or with a

Basil is perhaps the one most 
frequently used, but there are 
many other possibilities. 

Celery salt, onion salt, chives, 
coriander, curry powder, dill, 
oregano, sage, sesame seed and 
tarragon all flatter the flavor of 
tomatoes. (Just remember to 
use a light hand.) Cheese and 
sour cream are good companions. 

When dressed with olive dil, 
tomatoes may be sliced a short 
time in advance, since the oil 
seals in freshness and flavor. 
Try thick shices of tomato sprin- 
kled with salt, minced parsley 
and a generous amount of Span- 
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Tips on Selection and Home Care of Tomatoes 


PROPER SELECTION and 
home care are essential if toma- 
toes are to be enjoyed to the 
fullest. 

For slicing, for stuffed tomato 
salads or for broiled halves uni- 
form, well shaped tomatoes are 
of course best; save the real 
beauties for these uses. However, 
their plain Jane sisters which 
leave something to be desired in 
appearance may be quite satis- 
factory for use, with little waste, 
in combination salads and cas- 
seroles 

Tomatoes with growth cracks, 
sometimes found in home- 
growns, will seldom keep long 
but have good flavor and are all 
right for immediate use. 

Fully ripe tomatoes should be 
stored in the refrigerator.

are believed to be the oldest and 
most primitive of tomatoes 
When fully ripe, they will have 
e bright red color; in addition 
to their attractive appearance, 
they have an excellent flavor

They laughed when Larry Jack- 
son sat down to play the piano 
this summer and they laughed 
when Joe Cunningham took danc- 
ing lessons a few years ago. but 
the two have been anything but 
iunny to their baseball enemies 
since Johnny Keane made them 
his chief reclamation projects 

[he Cardinal pair from Gas- 
light Square delivered again last 
night, leading the Redbirds to a 
4-2 victory that lifted the Cards 
into fifth place ahead of their 
Victims, the defending champion 
Pirates. 

so today Jackson, with four 
Straight victories since Manager 
Keane salvaged him from the 
bullpen, could relax in his apart- 
ment by playing ‘Whirling 
Leaves’ on the piano he bought 
lor $50. That's the only number 
Jackson can play but he has 
taken only five lessons 

Cunningham, who took up danc- 
ing to develop grace on the base- 
ball field, is suspected of includ- 
ing acrobatic lessons because of 
some of his diving catches. Once 
rejected by Yankee scouts as be- 
ing too clumsy, Jersey Joe hardly 
was awkward at the plate in the 
home-stand opener with the Pi- 
rates. He had three straight hits 
and the last one was a three-run 
homer. 

Cunningham Now at .309. 

An unproductive .269 hitter 
with just 17 runs batted in and 
three home runs when  Soll\ 
Hemus was fired. Cunningham 
has climbed to .309 with 17 more 
RBIs and four more four-baggers 
while batting at a .412 clip for 
Keane. In Cunningham's last 11 
Starting assignments for his new 
boss, he has batted .489 with 23 
hits in 47 times at bat

Jackson, up to sacrifice, exer 
cised his option to swing away 
if the infielders charged in. He 
chopped well but third baseman 
Don Hoak quickly fielded the 
ball and daringly went for the 
force-out. Hoak got it, but it was 
close and it took an excellent 
throw. 

lulian Javier followed with his 
third hit, a single, and Cunning- 
ham then picked on the first 
pitch from tough lefthander 
Bobby Shantz, who had relieved 
injured Bob Friend. The. ball 
went to the roof of the pavilion 
and Cunningham had his tenth 
hit in 16 times at bat for friend 
Jackson since Keane took over. 


A Word for Managers. 


A former star relief pitcher, 
Jackson has some firm views on 
starting pitchers. 

If starting pitchers know 
they're going to stay in a game, 
then you're going to have a good 
pitching staff,’ Jackson said. ‘A 
pitcher doesn't win in the first 
two or three innings. A starter 
is expected to pitch seven good 
innings.” 

Jackson continued, ‘“‘When a 
pitcher has good. stuff and is 
pitching well, he doesn’t want to 
leave the game. If a manager 
believes in’ keeping his starter 
in the game, the starter will 
work that much harder. He 
doesn't like to keep looking over 
his shoulder to find someone get- 
ting ready in the bullpen.’ 

As for getting out of jams, 
Jackson feels that good pitchers 
will dig out of their problems, 
the bad ones won't, and soon the 
had ones no longer will be 
starters 

“You'll never know whether 
vou have good starters if you

3 World 
Marks Set 


In Swim 


OSAKA, Japan, Aug. 3 (AP)— 
Two American swimmers, Chet 
Jastremski and Tom Stock, and 
Japan's Tsuyoshi Yamanaka, 
surpassed world records in the 
first day of the Osaka _inter- 
national swimming meet today. 

In addition, Mike Troy, world 
record-holder for the 200-meter 
butterfly, set a Japan-inter- 
national record in his specialty 
and an American medley relay 
team easily beat a Japanese 
quartet. 

Jastremski won the 100-meter 
breaststroke in 1:09.5. three 
tenths of a second faster than 
his time of 1:09.8, set last month 
in Evansville, Ind., which is up 
for recognition as a world rec- 
ord. The listed world record is 
1:11.5, held by W. Minahkin of 
Russia. It was the fourth time 
within a week that Jastremski 
has bettered the accepted world 
record. 


Stock, holder of the recognized 
world mark of 2:16.8 for the 200- 
meter backstroke, turned in a 
time of 2:13.3 in winning that 
event. He has a time of 2: 13.2, 
made in Chicago, July 2, up for 
recognition. 

Yamanaka clipped one-tenth of 
a second off his own recognized 
record for the 200-meter free- 
stvle when he was timed in 
2:01.4 

Troy swam the 200-meter but- 
terfly in 2:16.7, the fastest time 
ever recorded for the event in 
Japan His world record is 
2:12.8 

Stock, Jastremski and Troy. 
all Indiana University students, 
then joined with freestyler Steve 
Clark of Los Altos, Calif.. in the 
100-meter medley relay and won 
in 4:08 flat, as compared to 
4:15.7 for the Japanese team 
They were nearly three seconds 
slower than the world record.

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Has Garden Paradise for Box Turtles 


Mary Sallman’s Hobby Keeps Pets Well Fed and Content— People Bring Her More

THE QUIET SATISFACTION 
of owning 15 box turtles belongs 
to Mrs. Mary Sallman of 7308 
Vermont avenue. She became @ 
tortoise fancier because she first 
liked small boys. The apole of 
her eye was her late nephew, 
John ' ‘able, whose family occu- 
pied the ground floor of her 100- 
year-old two-family house. Liable 
scooped up the first six speci- 
mens on a 1933 fishing trip with 
his father. He begged his aunt 
to let him turn them loose in 
the carefully-tended garden. 

As she watche the first half 
dozen domed shells supported by 
scaly legs scrabble across her 
cool green grass, Mrs. Sallman 
did not know she was starting & 
turtle’s paradise. Nowadays, 
cars grind to a halt on high- 
ways all over the St. Louis area 
when the cry arises from the 
back seat: 

“Oh, Daddy, we have to go 
back and pick up that turtle for 
Mary!” 

“Then pretty soon a little boy 
comes yelping at my back fence 
with a turtle,” said Mrs. Sall- 
man. ‘Or there will be a little 
girl at the front gate with«a 
turtle in her hands and a woe- 
begone look on her face. I can 
just tell her moth-r has said to 
her, ‘You've got to get rid of 
that turtle this minute.’ 

“Of course, by this time I need 
another turtle like I need a hole 
in the head. Shortly there'll be 
room for the turtles in this yard 
but no room for me. People ask 
me wha* I’m going to do with 
them and I say I’m going to 
make turtle soup any day now. 
But everybody knows I'd never 
do it 

“This thing really mush- 
roomed,”’ she added. ‘There 
are blessed events all over the 
yard.” 

According to Mrs. Sallman, 
courting in tortoise circles be- 
gins shortly after the reptiles 
slowly emerge from the warmth 
of the compost pile into the 
spring sunshine. 

Mrs. Sallman_ thoroughly 
agrees with Ogden Nash:

“T have no idea which is male 
and which is female, but they 
do,’’ she said. 

The female turtle likes to be 
treated rough. The male whirls 
its fiancee round and round by 
biting and nudging its shell until 
it is probably dizzy with pleasure. 
It is certainly lacking several 
sections of shell edge, but sev- 
eral weeks later, six eggs are 
laid in loose or sandy soil. 


The female must dig for a 
good hour with her back legs to 
excavate the flask-shaped nest. 
When the gray, leathery, marble- 
sized eggs are safely in, the 
mother carefully fills up the bur- 
row and smooths over the soil 
with its feet and its lower shell 
to hide all traces of the nest. 
The whole process takes about 
five hours exhausting work for 


the mother turtle, but there 
parental responsibilities end 
entirely. 


The hatchlings which emerge 
exhausted after digging their 
way out of the burrow in the late 
summer or fall do not eat until 
the following spring. Their care- 
free parents can lead a luxurious 
existence in Mrs. Sallman’s gar- 
den. Many of the inch-wide 
babies disappear through the 
wire fence, but the ones that 
have sense enough to stay have 
it made, 

Day begins at 6 in the morning 
for Mrs. Sallman, a childless 
widow, and her pets. 

“If you live by yourself they 
are a lot of company,”’ she says.

* Turtle eggs and hatchlings are 
easy prey to skunks and racoons 
in their natural woodland habi- 
tat. But the adults are relatively 
impervious to injury, since they 
can retire entirely into their up- 
per shell or carapace and snap 
their hinged lower shell or plas- 
tron over legs and head with 
the finality of elevator doors. 


The average dog seems to 
have as much chance of getting 
at a box tortoise as a firecracker 
of blasting open a tank.

Divided Berlin, Hot Spot in the Cold War 


Says ‘Khrushchev Will Give Way’; Refugee Pair 


West German

International examines the di- 
vided city, ite people, its lead- 
ers, and the Soviet pressures 
that are building up toward a 
showdown in the cold war.

BERLIN, Aug. 3 (UPI). 

LET’S FACE UP to the big 
question right away. 

Is something about to happen 
here that will start World War 
III? A nuclear war, that is, with 
missiles raining death on New 
York and Moscow, Leningrad 
and London, Kiev and Paris? 
Is the awesome prophecy in the 
Book of Revelations about to 
come true—that the armies of 
the world are assembling at 
Armageddon for the ultimate 
battle? 

The answer is probably not. 
At least no responsible person 
familiar with the complicated 
problem of Berlin with whom 
this correspondent has talked 
thinks agry such thing is likely. 
One of them said, ‘The odds 
against a nuclear war would 
have to be at least 500 to one.”’ 

When you put the question of 
whether there is going to be a 
big war direct to Willy Brandt, 
the tough mayor of West Berlin, 
you get this answer: “I do not 
think so. But & would be tragic 


not to realize that this crisis 
carries some risks.”’ 

What risks? There are two 
big ones: 


>That by accident or design a 
local war fought with conven- 
tional weapons would break out, 
but with both sides holding back 
their hydrogen bombs tempo- 
ranily. 

bThat the Western powers could 
be bluffed or maneuvered out of 
Berlin, leaving the West Berlin- 
ers deserted and disillusioned. 

What about the average man 
living in West Berlin? 

We must makea careful search 
for him. We want a man old 
enough to have lived through 
several crises in Berlin. He must 
not be too rich or too poor. Not 
a pessimist and not an optimist. 
A man with his feet on the 
ground. Our search goes on un- 
til we come to the comer of 
Martin Lutherstrasse and Motz- 
strasse, turn into a small shop 
and shake hands with a tall man 
wearing a white cap. 

Case history: Name, Hermann 
Tech. Age, 53. Married with one 
child. Owns a butcher shop. 
Works 12 hours a day and makes 
a fairly good living. Was an in- 
fantry man in the German army 
during World War II. Wounded 
five times. Captured by the Rus- 
sians in a battle near the Don 
river. Three years of hard labor 
in the Soviet Union. Made his 
way back to Berlin in 1947. 
Worked as a scrap metal collec- 
tor during the Berlin blockade 
in 1948. 

Question: Mr. Tech, do 
think there wil] be a war? 

Answer: There will be no war. 
The Russians cannot afford a 
war with nuclear bombs. If 
there is a war with conventional 
weapons, the Russians will lose 
it because they don't have 
enough materials. 

Q. Do you ever get worried 
and plan to leave Berlin? 

A. I will never leave Berlin. 
If the Russians should take over 
Berlin. then a lot more of the 
world also would become Com- 
munist. 

Q. How do you think this crisis 
will end? 

A. Khrushchev must give way 
and he will give way. A big war 
would have too many risks for 
him. 

Q. Then you think Khrushchev 
is bluffing ? 

A. Not exactly. But he is ask- 
ing for a lot in hope he will get 
a little of what he wants. 

Q. Do you think the Western 
nations will desert Berlin? 

A. No. The West is gathering 
its strength. 

The customers come and go. 
Hermann Tech jokes with 
them as he slices and wraps 
the meat. They laugh at his 
jokes. Nobody mentions the 
current crisis. Nerves are 
steady. People who live in 
houses on the slope of a vol- 
cano are unlikely to have a 
nervous breakdown worrying 
about an eruption. And, like 
Hermann Tech, they never 
plan to run away from it. 


Geography and vital statistics: 
Berlin is 110 miles inside Com- 
munist East Germany. The city 
is divided into four sectors— 
American, British, French and 
Russian. West Berlin is made up 
of the British, American and 
French sectors end has a popu- 
lation of 2,200,000. East Berlin 
is the Russian sector and has a 
pouplation of 1,100,000. The area 
of West Berlin is 185 square 
miles; East Berlin, 155 square 
miles. There is no physical bar- 
rier betwen the cities. Only a 
jagged lime, blood red on the 
Berlin maps, shows where one 
city stops and another begins. 

Unless you are carrying a map 
you can cross a_ street and, 
without knowing it, be in a dif- 
ferent city and a different world. 
There is a cafe on the border- 
line where the back door is in 
East Berlin and the front door 
in West Berlin. Fifty thousand 
Germans live in Communist Ber- 
lin but work in West Berlin. 
Twenty thousand persons live in 
West Berlin and work in East 
Berlin. 

There is a subway and an ele- 
vated railroad running between 
East Berlin and West Berlin, and 
anybody can ride on them. They 
are the holes in the Iron Cur- 
tain, the escape routes to the 
West, the freedom trains into a 
brave new world. All you need 
is a nickel and plenty of nerve. 

“Berlin,” said Khrushchev, ‘‘is 


you

a bone in my throat.”’ Here is 
why: Since July | an average 
of one person every 90 seconds 
has been fleeing from Commu- 
nist Germany into West Berlin 
Communist statistics are suspect, 


but the best estimate is that 
between 1949 and 1959 the Fas‘ 
German population declined by 
2.400.000. Now it is declining 


faster than ever. 


This is an intolerable situa- 
tion to the Communists. Here 
in Berlin the two rival politi- 
cal systems of our time are in 
a show window, side by side, 
for everybody to see. A Ger- 
man can go window shopping 
any time and size up the rival 
systems like a housewife ex- 
amining the vegetables in a 
supermarket. Every day re- 
cently about 1000 Germans 
have made up their minds in 
favor of the West. 


Once a man has made up his 


mind what does he do? 
Case history: Ulrich Gumtard. 
20. and his wife Gundula. 23. He 


comes from Fast Prussia and is 


a skilled craftsman specializing 
in construction of small boats 
and yachts. Two and a half 
years ago the Communists draft- 
ed him into the East German 
army. Assigned to the Ninth 
Armored Division; rose to the 
rank of sergeant at a salary 


equivalent to $53 a month. When 
his military service term ex- 
pired, Communist officials turned 
up at the camp and oifered UI- 
rich and several of his friends 
jobs with the East German po- 
lice force. He decided to accept 
the job rather than continue his 
military career because he 
getting weary of the constant 
political indoctrination to which 
he was subjected in the arm, 

Every Thursday for eight 
hours he and his friends were 
forced to attend lectures on the 
virtues and glory of Commt- 
nism. He was told that in event 
of war he would have to fight 
the West German army and the 
idea of shedding the blood of his 
countrymen revolted him, 
(‘‘They are my fellow Germans; 
I do not want to fight them.’’) 
After he joined the police force 
he was invited to become a 
member of the Communist youth 
organization. He joined, but then 
was told he never would get any- 
where in his career unless he 
became a full-fledged member 
of the Communist party. 

Ulrich kept his mouth shut, 
but right here is where he drew 
the line mentally and began 
thinking of escaping to the West. 
He turned down the offer to 
join the Communist party and 
started trying to negotiate his 
way out of the police force. The 
fact that he was a skilled boat 
builder helped and finally he 
was allowed to resign. He im- 
mediately looked up Gundula, 
who was working as a seam- 
stress, and proposed to her,

They were married in January. 
“Right away,” said Ulrich, 


‘‘we began planning to escape. 
We had to be very careful and 
only whisper to each other about 
it. We made all our plans to do 
it carefully. A friend of mine 
took two suitcases full of cloth- 
ing over into West Berlin and 
hid them for me.’’

They worked fast, but not 
fast enough to get around to 
Gundula and me. They must 
have caught some important 
people in our car because at the 
last stop before we crossed into 
West Berlin the three detectives 
got off and took three men with 


them. Then I breathed easier and 
so did Gundula. We got off at 
the Neukoeln = station in the 
American sector of West Berlin 
and we were free.”’ 


Ulrich and Gundula carried 
their bags to the Marienfelde 
refugee center and we shall 
follow them there to see what 
happens. But first, the answer 
to this obvious question: Why 
doesn’t Khrushchev stop the 
flow of East Germans into 
West Germany by refusing to 
allow the subway and elevated 
trains to run into West Berlin? 
Because it would do serious 
damage to the economy of 
East Berlin. As has been noted, 
20,000 persons live In West 
Berlin and work in East Ber- 
lin. Many of them are skilled 
labor and East Berlin needs 
them. 

Then there are the 50,000 per- 
sons who live in East Berlin and 
work in West Berlin because that 
is the only place they can get 
jobs. 

The Marienfelde refugee cen- 
ter is a group of squat, brown 
stucco buildings in the Ameri- 
can sector of West Berlin. They 


were built in 1954 to help take 
care of the persons who were 
refugees because their homes 
had been destroyed in the war. 
This is where an East German 
goes after he has made his es- 
cape. It is his temporary home 
and there may be five other 
persons sleeping with him inthe 
same room. Here is where he is 
examined by a board of three 
West German officials who have 
his future in their hands

Diabetes in Children 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Is there any chance of a four-year- 


old outgrowing diabetes when kept on a proper diet? 
MRS. C. L. 

I might say the chance is remote. I think I'd do 
better to say the answer is no. Older people who 
develop diabetes many times can control the disease 
by diet alone. (Many of them—but not all!) 

But when diabetes develops in childhood, the use 
of insulin is required from the beginning. 

It is true that occasionally children may have 
sugar in the urine, yet not have elevated blood sugar 
—and such cases are not diabetes. In short, there are 
“suspicous cases’ which aren’t true diabetes, and 
can be corrected. However, if it’s real diabetes, don’t 
expect it to be cured. But on the other hand, with 
proper care, children with diabetes live essentially 
normal lives. They have to use insulin all their lives, 
but they live—happily and long. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: I wear elastic hose from the time 
I arise until retiring. My legs are dry, flaky, and sometimes | 


itch so I can barely stand it. Is there any relief for it?

The use of a lanolin ointment or cold cream 

preparation should help the skin of your legs. As 

another thought, do not neglect the possibility that 

your skin may be hypersensitive (allergic) to some- 

} thing in the elastic stockings. Your doctor can help 
you with this. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: Why would a doctor want to re- 


move the node glands from the neck when he already has | 
removed a skin cancer from the lip, with a wide margin? 


Is it taking too much of a chance to keep a close check for 
any swelling of the glands in the future? D.C.d: 


Removal of a gland in the neck, in such a case, 
is to determine whether the cancer has spread to the 
gland. It is a proper procedure. Removal is not too 
difficult. The microscope will show whether any dan- 
gerous changes are occurring. If you wait until swell- 
ing is apparent, you have wasted some valuable time.

Passion Fruit--and Peach Brandy 


By Hoyt Alden 
OUR EFFORTS to find for one 


of our readers a recipe for pas- 


sion fruit jelly have at last borne 
fruit. Our correspondent had to 
send all the way to Australia to 
get it, but here’s the dope: 

Cut the fruit in half and take 
out the seeds. Cook the half 
fruits until the pulp is soft. Re- 
move the pulp and add the seeds 
and cook again. Use enough 
water to cover when you start 
the first cooking. Strain the 
juice, and using a cup of sugar 
and the juice of one lemon for 
each cup of juice, boil # for 
about 30 minutes, until it jells. 

Our passion fruit jelly detec- 
tive is Mrs. William A. Kley of 
House Springs, Mo., who wrote 
to a friend of hers in Australia. 
“T’'ve been quite a while getting 
it,” she expalined, ‘‘as we only 
correspond every couple of 
months, but I hope you can still 
make use of it." Her friend in 
Australia, she added, sent her 
some passion fruit seeds and she 
now has vines up. They should 
bear fruit next year and, she 
says, there will be a passion 
fruit jelly maker in Missouri 
then. 

OUR CORRESPONDENCE this 
week has been divided into two 
groups—those who tell us how 
to make peach brandy, and those 
who want a recipe for peach 
brandy. 

To tell the truth none of the 
recipes is for brandy in the strict 
sense of the word, because 
brandy is a distilled beverage, 
usually distilled grape wine. 

Anyway, here’s one, sent in by 
a reader: 

Pare the peaches but don’t 
stone them. Put a half inch- 
laver of sugar in a wide-mouthed, 
half-gallon jar, and then put on 
a layer of peaches. Cover them 
well with sugar, being careful 
to fill all crevices. 

Then continue the layers, wind- 
ing up with sugar on top. Then

A MORE DIRECT approach 
to the matter is the following: 


“Peel one peck of very ripe, | 


juicy peaches. Remove the pits, 


crack, and take out the kernels. | 


Blanch them like almonds and 


put them (the kernels) to soak | 


in a quart of brandy. Let them 
stand in the sunshine a full day 
to extract the flavor. 

In the meantime, weight the 
fruit down in a crock, with an 


equal amount of sugar. Let it | 


stand for 24 hours. Then put 
the fruit and sugar mixture over 
a moderate heat and simmer 
slowly until the fruit is com- 
pletely broken down, adding a 
little water occasionally to make 
up for the evaporation. There 
should be a gallon of fruit when 
you finish. 

While it’s still hot, combine it 
with the brandy and kernels and 
then pour in a quart of whiskey. 
(Wow! ) 

Stir it thoroughly, let it cool 
and .bottle it, being careful to 
apportion the kernels evenly. 
They will sink to the bottom, but 
the liquor will acquire a deli- 
cate almond fragrance.
